Prussia and France. 

Every grown man in Germany ouU 
Bide of Austria compelont Lo boar aims 
• may be aoooonted a drilled soldier. 
The King of Prusiia is ex officio Com- 
roander-in'Ohief of all such soldiers 
That la the Bobatanoe and rsBult of the 
tmtlcB entered Into in I866 bbtweep. 
PrnSBia, Bavaria, Wurtomburg and 
Baden and which occasioned so much 
unreatio Paris. Immediately attor tbo 
azreoraetit of Hiljolsburg wliich loIU.w- 
od llio buttle of Sadovvn, the Southern 
States began to trenibiu for iboir exist^ 
enoe DeBorted by Austria and meBoced 
by Franco, niih Prussia ihreateuing 
their capitals and llieir osva subjects 
half inolinod to sammou tbo friendly iiiK 
Tader, unwilling to bo excluded from 
Germany and apprelicni-ivo ior thou- 
dynnsticpoHliou/ttio potty kiuga turned 
to an allianoo with Prnssia as their only 
hope, and signed Bccret treatiBS -with 
their great opponent placing their ar- 
mios in time of war at iiia disposal. It 
was undarslood, also, though not pro- 
vided by treaty, Hiftt tbeso arniius should 
be orirunized for ihu future upon tbe 
PiUBsii'in Bvsteni, and a BlU with that 
end in view was immodiatoiy passed 
throngh tbe Bavarian. Parliament. In 
rotara for all this Eing William guar- 
anteed their poBsesriious nguinst every 
enemy, save himself, a yuaranteo os- 
pocially VAluablu 10 Bnvariu, whoso 
Palaiioato lies across tbo Khiue and 
witbiu tbe grip of TraDCe ; but not so 
valoable to Warteniburg, whoso doniia. 
ioas are absolntoly encircled by Ger- 
man popalatione. To avoid exciting 
Blill further tho husceptihilitios of Frauee 
these tieatics wero kept quiet, bo quiet 
that Count Ton Ei^ala^ok ootaaUy, al- 
lowed all Germany to lamont* its divi- 
aioD b} tbe Main without hinting that he 
bad already seeurod a union infinitely 
ilronger tban that of tbo old Confedera- 
tion. Ger'nuny outside ot Austria liad 
become for inilitary piirpoSf s one t^reai 
State, uader an orgunizii-ion ffhich sends 
e^ery ablebodied aian when needful into 
tbf>. field. 'XbOB the Hoheozollern bc> 
oame master for war of the whole Ger- 
mau race. Tho Austrian Governmonl bo- 
came uwaro of these ireutisjs immediate- 
ly after their ratilicaiion, and it is dilli* 
cult to boliero that they woro not alsi 
kuowu at Purls. Wboiher or not, M 
Boaher-^Bubseqaently tasaerted' in the 
coarse of a debate that Germany, so 
far from being strengthened by Sa- 
dowa, had been weakone;! by that 
f^reat victory ; that eovonty millions 
had shruok to thirty ; that tho Con- 
federation, formerly one, bad been 
divided into three branobos— AuRtria. 
the Soutbern States, and Germany 
North of tho Main. Either fearful ol 
-the effect of those ataleiaenta in Gor. 
many, over sensitivo upon tlia subjee' 
of dismemborinont, or enraged at .11 
Rouhei'd aasump ion that a word from 
France hid checked, the.-PraB8iaq,oa- 
roer, Bismarck oansod tho treaties to 
be published in tbo Gazette, tbut in- 
formiiig Franco and tho world otlioial- 
ly that tbo uuiiy of Fniherlaiid hud 
been secured, fho troaties creutcd an 
allianci; at. once oflonsivo and doteusire; 
but even ii they did not; tbo result 
would bo ibo aame. Whire Prussia 
.marchea.to balt'e, the Southern army, 
160,000 strong, will remain in garrison, 
and Germany is as unsafo to attack as 
'ir iier entire populaiion oboyed a single 
ruler and werj represented in a sin^jle 
parliatnont. yucii tlio Posvor with 
wliicli Nupoleoa seeks ba,tilu. Franco, 
no doobt, Is a groat nation, and tho 
iPreuch are a military pooplfl. Prance, no 
loss than Prussia, ban been chang^^'d into 
an a' mod camp, fcibu, like Pro .am, ban 
tho niitioti lor lior urmy. JMapoleon 
ought to be in a position to put iiiio iho 
field tho largest army in tho world, and 
loa7e at honae a male populaiion of 
lour millions, drilled aod ready to moot 
an invador. But tbo Ibrlutic of v/iiv i- 
uncerlain, and a :;roai General is worth, 
as Wellington said of Napolis'in .1, an 
extra tiliy thousand men. But, ju Ig- 
ing on tbo rules by which soldiers 
and staio-mea usoally "judgo> it if 
by no [ueaos dear that Frunoo must 
\9ia in a conflict with Germany. 
It' is by no means cortaiti tha' 
she might t.ot sustain a defeat which 
would compLl her to furreiider Alsaco 
or Lurruiiie, a defeat which, even if bUl 
BUrrenilers nothing, Would unseat tliu 
dynasty. It may appear atrungo thai 
Uapoleon »hould with such seeming 
haate place himself at the mercy of a 
possible mirtadvonturo involving his 
fall. And vThori ho fulls, ho lallB lilio 
Lucil'er, never to rise again, But it 
must bo romombercd that there is only 
a choice botwoen two ovilu presented to 
, tbe Frenoh Etnp,oror. He must oliooae 
butweeu nbeeting tils own enbjoois and 
a Onited Q-ermuuy. Ho appears to have 



opinion. It is by ibis means, and by 
this only, that eilhor Franco or Prus- 
sia are likely to be benefited from with- 
out. Tho reOex aotioa of Eurorean 
Hontiment must lell upon the imbroglio 
with nil its involved iutrlgue which fol- 
lowed tho Schlcswig-Holstein invasion, 
and both Bismarck and Napoleon may 
yet be taught that (to quote the lan- 
guage of Bodie old JfiogliBh divine) 'Man 
proposes, but God dispoaee.'

Tbe War aud the firafu Rlarkets. 

From till! EucraaiCLto Uulcu, July 12. 
A European war that should involve France, 
Spain and tbe German States would inevitably 
cause high prices for any sarplns of wheat (be 
United States may hare to spare for England. 
England furnishes the wheat market for all 
the world. Frassin, Russia, France and this 
country are her loading iniportors. Franco is 
this year short; whether from actual droughtli, 
as has been reported, or because the Knipcror 
knew a war was coming, bo has thrown open 
tho poi ta of France to all foreign breaJstutls 
(ree of duty this year. In 1659 and again in 
18GG Franco shipped eight million centals of 
wheat to England — last year but two millions. 
Prassia's fihipmonts nearly always exceed 
those of Franco, aod Ilussia stands second to 
tho United States. This year the British sup- 
ply from France and Prussia, if not from BuS" 
sia also, will bo cut oGf in the event of the war 
now so imminently threatened, and tbe United 
States will have to make up the loss In her 
surplus of wheat and corn. As the crops of 
ICngland are below tho avuriige, tho demand 
upon us will bo for every bushel we can sup- 
ply, and since tbe crops in tbe We.^t are notU> 
in^' to boast of. California and (Oregon will 
have their opportunity to make up for tbe 
very low price ol last year.
